Sabbath , was 
not obſerved byPazl as the weekly-Sabbath:for you may d there Read how ſome of 
the Diſciples went before to ſhip, and fayled to Aſſos, there intending to take in 
Pasl: For , ſo had he appointed , minding himſelf to go afoot : And when he 
met with them at. Aſſos they took him in, and came to Mytilene:: chiis was no 
Weekly-Sabbath-work , no neceſſity nor mercy enforcing or warranting them 
thereunto. As tor the breaking of Bread , whether that expreſſed in'the ſeventh, 
or-the othcr in the eleventh verſe, if it were admitted to he uſed fn the Admini- 
ſtrationand participation of the LORD's Supper , yet this objcfor himſelf doth 
affirm , that it was often done by Apoſtles and Diſciples on other daies of 'the week 
than on that which he ſo earneſtly contends for : And whereas he doth aſſert that 
noday <lſe but only the Firſt day ofthe Week was peculiarly appointed for break- 
ing of Bread in that ordinance : Whither ſhall we go for a warrant and proof of 
this? We hind no ſuch appointment. by our LORD in the Scriptures and the 
Objector cannot but acknowledg , -that our LORD Jeſus Chriſt did inſtitute 
and adminiſter it at the tirft appointing and diſpenſing of that New-Teſtament or- 
dinance of the ſupper , on another day of the Week, than the firſt day : For, the

Seventh-day-Sabbath : and e Paxl doth expreſly ſay that it was the ſame Nighe

that have recorded that particular matter of fact ? Or that no humane Hiſtory 
hath recorded a quite different, both Principle, Judgement and PraQtice in ſome 
particular Church or Churches, and when the matter of fac, for any evidence 
he hath to the contrary , may have been quite otherwiſe, in fome Church or 
Churches, which yet is not recorded in any humane Hiftory * This ObjeQor 
doth not confirm his reaſoning thus, only with reſpe& to the firſt Day, but doth 
carry-it much further on, by his aſſerting , that the firſt Inſtitution of Church 
Officers, and Orders, as well as that of the LORD's Day, (by which he means 
the firſt Day) was not by Scripture : The proof, ſaith he, is undeniable, becauſe 
the Old Teſtament did not contain'the Inſtitution, e. g. of particular Churches, 
Sacraments,Presbyters, Deacons,Diaconefles, and the LORD's Day, &c. And the 
New Teſtament was nene of it written till 4.40. at ſooneſt 3 and it was not 
all written till A#. 9g. Now it is certain, that the Church was not all theſe years 
without the Orders now in queſtion, nor without a day to meet on for publick 
Worſhip; even as Baptiſm and the-LORD's Supper were Inſtitated by Chriſt 
himſelf, long before the writing of any part of the New Teſtament, and the 
Church was in long poſſeſſion of them, upon the bare word and Declaration of 
the Apoſiles, So he writes. | 

That the Church was not all theſe years without a day to meet on for pub- 
lick Worſhip, we readily ſubſcribe, for they knew the Seventh day Sabbath was 
the weekly day to meet on for that end; of which the Churches had had long 
poſſeſſion, for near four thouſand years 3 and of which they had fiill the Te- 
nure; and for the continuance of which title and practice they had the whole 
Writen Word of God : whereunto the practice of Chriſt, and of his Apoſtles 
did fully agree : But as for his other exemplitied inflances, we deſire both him 
and the Reader, a little to conſider ; If theſe were received and practiſed bythe 
Church, upon the bare verbal Declaration of the Apottles, and not by Scripture, 
what then meant the Types of thele?

Believers ſhall Reft from their laboars 3 from the labours of 
their particular Functions and Callings, wherein they were exerciſed in their 
life time here: and as for their labour in the LORD, whilſt they were here, in 
which time they did abound in the Work of their LORD); as alſo for their 
labour of Love in all their ſuffering, as well as doing for Chriſt, Believers will 
have ſatisfa&ion and complacency, {weetneſs and delight, in ſuch works as theſe 
are : though above, in the heavenly Reſt, they will be wholly for ever free from 
ſufferings3 as alſo from all corrupt mixtures and defeRiveneſſes, which were 
their ſorrow, grief and trouble here, which they much laboured under : where 
the Tempter ſhall no more aſſault them. There is a Reft promiſed to Believers, 
evidently and expreſly, in the firſt, third , and eleventh Verſes of this fourth 
Chapter : (not now to mention other Veiſes in this paſſage of this Epiſtle :)

Working, as yet to continue the Work of his Grace in the preſervation of the 
New Creature, and orderly increaſe, and propagation of it by the Spirit, ſo ſhall 
Believers ſo ceaſe from this working here, as yet to continue in the fu}l ſupplics 
of the holy Spirit for ever, in the ating of Grace, perfeGed in Glory, in the 
freeſt, largeſt exerciſing, and putting forth thereof, according to the capacities 
and powers of the New Creature; when thus growing up, to .its well propor- 
tioned meaſure of a perfect man : keeping the New Creature by a. Power re- 
ceived. from Chrilt, in its due order, and putting it forth to the' Glory of Fe- 
bovab Zlobim. - As-Chrift ſo Refted from his Works, as to take Refreſhment 
in his Works, to have ſatisfa&tion and complacency in them, as thoſe which 
did (et forth his praiſe, and did ſatishe his glorious defign: Thus Believers ſo 
far are delighted with what they have done and ſuffered for Chriſt,as the Father is 
delighted and pleaſed in what his holy Spirit through Chriſt has inwrought in 
them, and inabled them to Work for the ſetting torth of his Praiſe, and for 
the promoting of his Glorious Defign in the World, whilſt they werein it ; 
and ſo far they were conformed here to Chriſt in their doing and ſuffering here 
for Chriſt, who will be their Eternal Righteouſne(s, even in Glory, thongh they 
own nothing in any, or in all their own Works as Meritorious of Reward, os 
ſatisfactory to Divine Juſtice, theſe being the Works of Chriſt, the Mediator by 
his alone All-Cuffering Sacrifice. . So that here isa fair apt. reſemblance, as ro 
Works, and as to Refi, They do anſwer each other, fo far as Believers have a 
capacity in a way of ſimilitude : And this kind of doing, and of ſuffering, doth 
laſt as long as a Believers life doth laſt, even upon the Seventh-day Sabbath, in 
their weekly Returns, according to the Duties of thofe Days (as Chriſt's do» 
ing and ſuffering, did laſt as long as his life did laſt, even upon the Seventh-day 


- Sabbath.) There is a Sabbath+ſervice, which a Believer is to do for Chriſt, in 


Obedience to his Command : and men of perſecuting ſpirits, will be laying on 
of croſſes upon the Believer, for his thus keeping the Seventh-day Sabbath holy'to 
Jebovab ,, though a Believer will rezoyce in ſuch ſufferings for Chriſt. Only 
here the Reader may take notice, that this Objector doth lay the foundation of

ttament, as a foreronning diſcovery of this latter. It was the Mefiab or Chriſt, 
who made himfelf known, by open maniteſtation viſibly, audibly, to Abrabam,to 
Iſaac, to Facob, to Moſes, and to ſeveral of the Prophets, and toſome others. Ic 
was he who proclaimed the Law of the ten Words at Mount Sinai ; and who 
afterwards upon the ſame Mount, gave the typical pattern for that Diſpenſarion 
privately to Moſeg 3 It was he who was with the Ilraclitiſh Church in the Wilder» 
neſs; he was the Mediator between God and Man, even then; he was the Re- 
conciler, even in thoſe Ages. This and more to this purpoſe, I have already 
proved from the Scripture in this Book 3 and therefore it the Reader would be 
further informed and inJightned in it, I refer him to the Pages cited in the 
p Margin. 9 This is he, to whomall, (obſerve all ; It was the received and deli» 
vercd DoGrine of them all) the Prophets do give Witneſs, that through che 
Name of the LORD Feſus Chriſt , whoſoever believeth in him, ſhall receive 
xemiſſjon of ſins. A great, full word, this : But a remark and obſervand , # 
ſpecial one upon it. It is acknowledged by this learned Man , that it was the. 
Son, who from the Foundation of the World, immediately in his own perſon 
cranſa&ted the Aﬀairs of God with Men yet he oppolſeth the Seventh day 
Sabbath 3 whereas, it was a Law of Chaiſt|s giving to Mankind from the be- 


ginning. 


Come we now unto the proofs of the ſeveral particulars forementioned 
whereof this is one, that this New Heaven, and this New Earth, ſpoken of in 
prophetical Scripture, this Renovation by a New Creation, is not finiſhed and 
completed, but that it is yet to come in the large fufiHling and accompliſhing of 
it, There will beNew Heavens,and a New Earth : Fhis we believe; becauſe 
the Scripturcs have foretold it: and we rejoyce in Hope of their Appearing : 
For they are notas yet come, Theſe glorious Creatures are antedated by ſuch 
Objecors, by many hundreds of years: For, although there were ſome begin- 
nings of a New Creation in the Days of Chriſt's Fleſh here on Earth, and after 
Chriſt's Aſcenfion, in the Apoflle's time; in Regenerations and Converſions, as 
there were alſo in the Old 3 For, even there we may read of the r creating of a 
clean Heart, and of the renewing of a right conttant Spirit : Chriſt's name was 
FS filiated even under that Diſpenſation , and there were Sons and Daughters 
new- createdly born unto him, even then; and Believers were inſtated in the Meſ-

The 

paſling away of old things here, is of old things ſo far as they ſtand in oppoſition 

to the new Creature; and # unto that new life in and to Chriſt, which now the 

converted perſon ſhould live : That, as Chriſt ſo loved his people, as to dye and 

riſe again for them, ſo ſhould thoſe in Chriſt thus evidence their Love to Chriſt, 

by living no longer to themſelves, but unto him crucifying the old man 3 mor- 

tifying the ſins and luſts of that old man, and vivitying or quickning the new 

man : which was true in the Types and Figures before Chriſt was come, born of 

the Virgin Mary 3 and which is ſtill true, now: after that Chriſt is- come and 

aſcended up into Glory.

Theſe figuring Statutes' admirted of a change , and yer the Law of 
the Seventh day Sabbath —_ unchangeable; a perpetual Law, Andif 
any think, that there is yet turther any thing fignificative annexed to this day 
by Fehovab's Inſtitution, of Chriſt's ſecond coming, and of the: heavenly Sab+ 
batiſm, then let that ſo tar, when any will clear it up from Scripture, ſtand firm 
and unmoved till- that time, It the naturalneſs and fſelt-evidence of the Law 
of the ten Words were to receive a change, becauſe of ſuperadded Inftitutions, 
titted to that Diſpenſation 3 particularly as to Signs 3; then the naturalneſs and 
{elf evidene of every one of them, by this Kind of arguing, were to receive a 
change. Was therenot a Law tor Fringes,by the Inſtitution of Febovab Alobim 
himſelf, throughout the Generations of the Iſraclites; for this end m that they 
might ſe and remember all his Commandments ? This outward Rite was a 
memorative Sign, or a religious Sign, to help their memories, and to further 
their fanctification. To lead them unto a continual remembrance and practice 
of all the Law of the ten Words, Thus alfo their # Phylacteries were for a Sign 
upon their Hand, and for a Memorial between their eyes, that Jehovab's Law 
might be in their Mouth. This was a Typical Memorial,,or Monument. Which 
is the proper meaving of the Original Word. By this outward Sign Jehovah 
Xlobim would have them to apply all their ſerious ſtudy, and all their careful 
practice, unto the keeping of all and every of the Lawsof the ten Words, All 
the outward Rites of the o Ceremonial Laws were Signs, typical Figures, and 
figniticant Shadows, inſtituted of God, as Seals and Pledges to afſure Believers 
of Chriſt, and of thoſe good things which his Faithful, Obedient, Perſwadable 
ones, have in and by him. A due difference therefore ſhould be put between 
Signs and Figures, Signs and Shadows: For although in the general, and in

inward ſpiritual part, the things fignificd by thoſe external Signs, ſuch Truths, 
Duties,Graces and Priviledges, as are ſome way or other contained in one or other 
of the Laws of the ten Words and are one of the ſtrong arguments for their 


ceſſation now upon the change of the diſpenſation, the external fleſhy, obſcure, 


earthy veiled part, being now paſſed into*the inward, ſpiritual, glorious, heavenly 
unveiled part.

I haſten now to evidence in the Word of Truth, That, 

The Law of Faith, was a Law under the Old Teſtament Diſpenſation. 

Here to avoid miſtakes and cavils, (for, we are for ſtanding upon plain firm 
ground, having the whole Scripture in plain expreſs words for the Weekly Se- 
venth day Sabbath : ) I notice the Reader, that to believe acually in the Meſſiab, 
as Mediator between God and Man, and actually to believe in this Meſiab, as he 
that was in the Fulneſs of Time to come in the Fleſh, born of a Virgin , was 
a Law under the Old Adminiſtration. And to believe aQually in that partj- 
cular perſon, this Chriſt, when come in the Fleſh, as ſo born of the Virgin Mary, 
is a Law of the New Tecliament; yet ſo, as that-this ®Owateneity, as fo born of 
the Virgin Mary, is one part of the New Teſtament Miniſtration, properly as 
ſuch; and ſo in that reſpe& doth belong to another matter, And thus in ſome 
places Faith doth'ſet out the New Diſpenſation of Grace. The ſhort and plain 
is this 3 Faith in the Meſfab, or in Chriſt, was a Law under the Old Teſtament- 
diſpenſation 3 or it was then a commanded Duty to believe in Chrift; which was 
to bedone in obedience to a Law of Feboveh Alobim.

_ tion, that thoſe old Letters of it, which were much worn and defaced in the 
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decayed Monuments of corrupt hearts, might be more deeply ingraven, and 
more plainly read again, that what men had obſerved, he by his own ſpeaking 
Voice, and writing Finger might rightly explain 3 thus interpoling his own 
Royal Authority, to beget an inward tefiimony in their own conſciences, for 
the juſineſs and equity of his holy, righteous Law 3 that all Mankind might be 
convinced of their ſin and miſery, and might thereby be awakened to make 
out after a remedy , otherwiſe they would be left altogether without excule ;

Proclamation , though more eſpecially given forth at that place of Sinai, It is

This voice was alſo accompanicd with a 
ſound of Trumpets, d fo exceeding loud, as that the Lord could make all 
Mankind then alive to hear it : ſuch a ſound ſhall go forth in the laſt day : Beſides 
all this, what tempeits were there at that ſolemnity, what ſmoke, what fire, yea, 
what thunderings, and what an Earth-quake ? Such as might thake all the Jg- 
habitants of the Earth at once, and make them take notice of it : For, not only 
did Mount Sinai or Horeb quake greatly, but e that expreſſion of Mount Sinai 
alſo doth 'ſhew, that other parts of the Earth were ſhaken too : . The Earth 
was then ſhaken, as the Earth ſhall be ſhaken at Chriſt's coming in the later 
days, when all Nations ſhall be ſhaken or moved, or made to tremble, all and 
every one of them, ſo ſhaken as the Heavens then will, all of them at once.

of which this Law doth diſcover, and will not hide any of his deformities, nox 
cover his wrinckles, nor paint his uglineſs ? In this caſe, how great are the be- 


nefits by Chriſt to the Belicver, who is made of God to the Believer Wiſdom, 


and Rightcoufneſs, and SanGification, and Redemption ? The more that a Be- 
liver doth honour Chriſt, the more will he be carried out in a Spirit of Love to 


| delight in the Commands of Chriſt : When Adam was moſt holy, he was moſt 
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obedient, and when he was moſt obedient, he was moſt ated by a principle of 
Love : Thus the holy bleſſed 9 Angels do all in obedience and love to Chriſt 3 
for they alſo are under this Law, and at command : Even the LORD Jetus 
Chiift r bimſelf kept theſe Commandments of his Father, and did abide in his 
Love 3 his ready, chearful, obedience to his Father, muſt have an eye to a com- 
manding Law.

When the LORD had given forth the Law of the ten Words ; it is ſaid, { Not 
hath he added ; He added no more commands of this Nature : This was # al- 
moſt forty years after the promulgation of the Decalogue at Mount Sinei, He 
hath not added, he doth not add, he will not add, will Qill be a cxue ſaying, re- 
lating to this, no more commands of this kind and ſort 3 for they are but ten 
Words, a perfeQt Law, # to which nothing is co be added, and from which no- 
ching is to be ſubſiracted, In this Book of Deuteronomy, Moſes repeated the ten 
Words or Commandments, and prefſeth to the obſervation of this Law, con- 
firming the whole of it, with promiſes to the believing and obedient, and with 
threatnings againſt the unperſwadeable and tranſgreſiing. And Chritt himſelf 
a little betore his death foretold of the continuance of the Seventh-day Sabbath, 
calling it by the w name of Sabbath ; well towards forty years after his deaths 
though for the advancement of Sabbath-learning, I propound to the Vertuoſo,
